An example from Biagi, Mambare R., New Guinea (Coll. Para- 
vicini), differs from the description of the unique Queensland type 
as follows: d 16 mm. (Turner’s 25 mm. for 9 is perhaps a mis- 
print for 15), crimson tinge absent except in apical edge of 
forewings, costal streak absent on basal fifth, hind wings without 
grey apical suffusion; these differences may be individual, sexual, 
or geographical, but not specific.
